Mexicans Wish to Form 
Colony Here on 20-Acre 
Tract; Seek $3000 Loan 


A plan is underway to establish the Mexican 
people of Palm Springs in homes of their own on 
a 20-acre tract midway between the high school 
and the sewage disposal plant. 
The tract is a 
short distance north of Ramon road and about 
three-fourths of a mile east of the high school. 
Refugio Salazar, prominent local landscape 
gardener and president of the Mexican colony, 
lias an option on the tract. 
The Mexicans can 
finance their own homes, but they need a loan of 
about $3,000 to bring water and other public util­ 
ities to the property. 
It is said that 27 Mexican families residing on 
the Indian reservation or in the Negro colony east 
of town have definitely declared they wish to 
build on the tract, and that there are about 50 
Mexican families living here. 
Palm Springs has a very desirable class of 
hard-working Mexican people. They remain here 
throughout the summer to do the very necessary 
work of taking care of the yards and gardens of 
their employers, and a number are employed by 
Mr. Salazar, who is generally known by the name 
of “Cooeoo.” Mr. Salazar has been here about 15 
years and has contracts for gardening and land­ 
scaping of many of the larger estates and hotels. 
He has an excellent reputation for fair dealing 
and conscientious service, and has only the best 
interests of his people at heart. 
The Mexican people deserve the moral and 
financial support of the people of Palm Springs 
in their effort to establish them selves in homes of 
their own in their own colony. It is for the best 
interests of all that they should be happy and sat­ 
isfied, for they are doing a necessary work here 
the year around. 
There is no intention to bring 
new Mexican families into the community, but 
simply to take those now living on the reservation 
or in the Negro colony to a new location where 
they can have their own homes.

Sheriff Rayburn 
Reviews Business 
Administration 


During Sheriff R ayburn’s first term 
in office he took the lead in law en­ 
forcem ent circles and introduced 
a 
cost accounting system in his depart­ 
m ent for crim inal cases. 
At th e time 
tills program was inaugurated it was 
the first known venture of th is type 
in the U nited States. 
His records in 
dicate th a t since th is system has been 
followed the cost per case has been 
reduced from the sum of $95.00 per 
case in 1930 to $22.50 per case a t this 
writing. 
In the m eantim e the volume of work 
handled by the departm ent h as 
in­ 
creased to 271% while the cost has 
only increased 62%. 
Prior to th e in­ 
stallation of laundry equipment at the 
county jail, m onthly bills for this serv­ 
ice am ounted to several hundred dol­ 
lars per m onth. 
T he average num ber 
of prisoners per m onth confined in the 
county jail is 125, and the average 
cost per meal is seven cents based on 
this num ber being few three m eals 
per day. 
The m oney received from 
the Federal governm ent for the m ain­ 
tenance of F ederal prisoners confined 
to l lie county jail brings the cost per 
m eal to approxim ately two cents. 
During the past year there w as re­ 
turned to the county in fees and fines 
collected the sum of $10,902.96. T here 
were fu rth er re tu rn s to tlie people in 
recovered property over 
$251,475.00. 
T his in addition to losses prevented. 
It can readily be seen therefore, th at 
in addition to taking care of prison­ 
ers, operations of th e departm ent, etc., 


the expenditures m ade have proven a 
good investm ent and this departm ent 
is being operated as an 
economical 
and efficient governm ental agency. 
R ayburn's records also reveal that 
th e Colorado River 
aqueduct, 
and 
H ighw ays 60 and 99, while they have 
brought m any benefits to the county, 
have at the sam e tim e caused addi­ 
tional expenses for this departm ent. 
T he benefits, he believes however, far 
exceed the 
disadvantages 
and 
in­ 
creased expenditures for law enforce­ 
m ent.

district atto rn ey , the forem an of the county grand jury and the 
chairm an of the board of supervisors and upon th eir request.

attorney is not a police officer and is not vested with police powers. 
These pow ers are particularly vested in peace officers.

The responsibility of policing a city or the county 
and of m aking a rre sts and apprehending persons who have committed 
crim es is especially vested in the sheriffs, the police departm ents, 
constables and other peace officers.

1937,

Three counties of the state, two of 
them with greatly less work than that 
handled by the Riverside county of­ 
fice, have annual costs nearly 60 per 
cen ts greater than this county. 
The 
third county has 16 per cent 
more 
work than Riverside county, but has 
a cost nearly 100 per cent greater. The 
work if compared on a basis of num­ 
ber of bills mailed out and collections 
made. These comparisons involve the 
following counties and their popula­ 
tions in 1937; Riverside, 107.320; Or­ 
ange, 125.690; San Joaquin. 115.250; 
and Kern. 111,900. The table of com­ 
parisons follows:
